SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled Auto Focus is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. 

The DVD contains a feature that is virtually identical to a feature contained on a 35mm 
film of the same title previously classified by the Office of Film and Literature 
Classification (OFLC) and registered on 28 January 2003, (OFLC No.300039). The 
classification of that 35mm film was objectionable except if the availability of the 
publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 16 years, with the 
descriptive note "Contains violence, offensive language and sex scenes". 

The feature is a dramatization of the life of American comedy actor Bob Crane, his rise 
to fame, increasing dependence on sexual activity with women and subsequent 
murder. 

The DVD contains about six hours of additional components as well as the feature, 
including a trailer and a restricted version of the trailer for the feature, trailers for three 
other action dramas, a short documentary about the making of this feature, a two part 
documentary about Bob Crane's murder, a number of out-takes from the feature and 
three full length commentaries which accompany the feature, by the director, the 
producers and the cast respectively. The documentary about the making of the film 
includes interviews with actors and the director. The two part documentary includes 
interviews with law enforcement agents, county coroners, family and friends of Bob 
Crane and jurors at his murder retrial. It offers various motives and suspects for his 
murder. Much of the footage is forensic in nature. 

As well as material similar to that in the feature, the DVD also deals with matters of sex 
which are different in tone. For example, various commentators in the commentaries 
discuss Bob's sexual addiction. Although the topic of sexual addiction is dealt with in 
greater length, more mundane sexual matters are also discussed and presented to a 
level similar to the original film. There is a much higher extent and somewhat higher 
degree of violence because of the documentaries, which include actual forensic 
evidence and photographs and interviews with those present at the scene. Flowever, 
the violence is contextualized in that the whole publication is now not merely a 
dramatization, but also documentary in style. 
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Therefore the additional components do not result in the DVD receiving a different 
classification to that given to the 35mm film. The DVD is also classified as 
objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years.
